THE NATIONAL DEBT. 


The monthly statement of the pub- 


lic debt, at the cloae of business on 
the last day of May,.8hows it to have 
been $996,684,072, a decrease of $1,560, 
80, for the month of May. 
The inter- 


est-bearing debt was $847, 365,030; tbe 
debt on which interest baa ceased ifl,- 
348,510; the debt bearing no iDt»rest 
$378,084,324; total $1,226,797,864. 


The cash in tbe treasury consists of 


$181,707,391 in gold; $519,764 in silver; 
$147,894,920 in paper; bonds, etc., $18,- 
129,555; total 
$867,498,826. 
Agaiust 


this cash there are demanj liabilities 
amounting to $637,383,013, leaving a net 
cash balance of $230,113,812 in the 
treusury. 


The outstanding liabilities ugaiust 


the cash in the treasury consists prin- 
cipally of silver certificates and treas- 
ury notes, now in circulation. Both 
silver certificates and treasury notes 
are redeemable in coin, gold or silver, 
but the policy of the administration is 
and has beou to redeem the treasury 
notes in gold only, Those notes were 
issued for the silver bullion purchased 
under the act of July, 1890, the greater 
part of which is yet in the treasury un- 
coined. When treasury notes are pre- 
sented at the treasury for redemption 
thoy are redeemed in gold and if there 
is not enough gold on band to meet 
the demand, bonds are issued to re- 
plenish the stock. If the notes wero 
redeemed In gold or standard dollars 
at the option of the Secretary of tbe 
Treasury, as the law provides, and the 
Secretary should use his option and 
pay out silver, coining the bullion 
when necessary for that purpose, no 
bonds would have to be issued, there 
would be more money in circulation 
and the country would be more pros- 
perous. That policy, however, would 
be in the interest of the people and 
ugainst'the gold trust, which must be 
given opportunity to collect its con- 
tributions to Mr. Banna's (wmpaiun 
fund with usurious interest regardless 
of consequences to the masses of the 
people.

The San Francisco Bulletin, which 


changed front on the financial question 
at tbe time of Mr. Henna's St. Louis 
convention, says the people are 'loiug 
more business, and consequently are 
more prosperous than they imagine or 
are aware of. This reminds us of the 
merchant, who upon being compli- 
mented upon the large business which 
beseemed to be transacting, said: "I 
eell my goods below cost and that 
attracts customers.'-' "How," said the 
friend, "oan you pay expenses if you 
conduct business in that way ?" "Be- 
cauae," said the merchant, "I sell so 
much." That IB generally the way 
with the business of the country to- 
day. There may be a good daal of 
business transacted but when farmers 
and others are selling what they pro- 
duce below the cost of production, 
they cannot be prosperous, though 
like the merchant they may sell a great 
deal. The exports of 
wheat, corn, 


cotton, beef, pork and silver during 
the last year exceeded in quantity tbe 
exports of these products adozen years 
ago, but the prices paid for these pro- 
ducts by foreign countries in the last 
year are much less than when tho ex- 
ports were not so large. The farmer, 
who by reason of the adoption of the 
gold standard, has to sell his products 
for about one-half what he received 
for them when silver bullion brought 
$1 29 an ounce, cannot be as prosper- 
ous now as he was then. His farm pro- 
duces no more now than it did Ibpu, 
and a dollar now will not pay any more 
debt than it did then, and, though he 
may apparently be doing as much busi- 
ness now as then, he is certainly miik- 
ing no money, while he is selling what 
he produces at or below the cost of 
production. The volume of business 
is no indication of prosperity. An 
auctioneer who is disposing of prop- 
erty at sherift's sale, generally does a 
lively business, but as he usually sells! 
below cost, the debtor, who is being! 
sold out, does not profit by tho volume 
of business at the sale.

THS GRAND JDRK'S REPORT ON 


THE FUMIGATION BILL. - 


Balm Poured on the Wounded Peel- 


ini.s of Public Officials »t an 


Expense of $51 a 


Day. 


The Grand Jury at a specially called 


meeting to inquire into the alleged 
charges regarding tho notorious fumi- 
gation bill allowed by tbo Commission- 
ore, vetoed by tbe Auditor and the lut- 
ter's vetoe subsequently sustained filed 
a report yesterday. The illegality of the 
bill is admitted, bat the belief of tho 
Grand Jury is that the Board of Com- 
missioners acted in the best interests of 
the community. Tho Auditor is com- 
mended for promptly vetoing the bill, 
aa well as tbe Board oC Commissioners 
for sustaining tbe Auditor's veto, and 
the latter excused for their previously 
illegal act on the ground that they 
acted iu good faith. 


The report is submitted with these 


few comments bolieviug that the peo- 
ple throughout the county have opin- 
ioua regarding this mutter that even 
the report of the Giand Jury will have 
little on no effect upon: 


HENO, Nevada, June 4,1897. 


To Judge A. E, Cheney—The Grand 


Jury makes report as follows: 


We have examined into the charge 


made by publication in the NEVADA 
ST VTE JOURNAL alleging certain illegal 
acts of the<Board of County Commis- 
sioners and find as follows after ex- 
amining several witnesses. 
A child 


died at tho Clarendon Hotel in this 
city on tho 21st day of February, 1897, 
of malignant scarlet fever, that there 
was great danger of the disease spread- 
ing and that the attending physician 
notified the Chairmau of the lioard of 
County Commissioners of the danger 
and advised him of the necessity of 
having tho premises and clothing in 
the rooms immediately and thoroughly 
fumigated and that lifter further con- 
sultation the Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners Tequested the 
attending physician to have the neces- 
sary fumigating properly done, that 
the danger of the spreading of the dis- 
ease might be averted. 
That the ar- 


rangement was made with Dr. McN. 
Miller to do the fumigating, that it was 
accordingly done in a thorough man- 
ner by him and under his supervision. 
Subsequently at a meeting of the 
Board of County Commissioners held 
April 7, 1897, Dr. Miller presented a 
hill for $76 15, that eaid bill waa unani- 
mously allowed by said Board, and 
was later properly vetoed by toe Audi- 
:or and that at later meeting of the 
Board tbo Auditor's veto was sustained. 


While wo commend the action of the 


Auditor in refusing to draw his war- 
rant in paymen't of this bill and be- 
ieve there was no law authorizing its 
rayment wo believe tho Chairman and 
other members of the Board of County 
Commissioners acted in good faith and 
'or the best interests of the people of 
.his community in thus taking prompt 
action in preventing tho spread of a 


ugeiourf and generally fatal disease.

triot Attorney and Board of Comuii 
sioners at that time, and quotation 
marks were usad mid tlit) bradhig reo 
ognized by the press of tbe State, al 
though a year had elapjol, as one a 
Mr. Beck's favorite expressions.
